Srganization. If the manufacturers of 
some product really think that by paying, 
say, the Hallé Orchestra to give a Cancert 
of series of concerts for the benefit of 
listeners to broadcasting, on the sole con- 
Gition that at the end of the concert or 
concerts it should be annoimeed that 
the programme was provided by M 
So-and-So, people will really be induced 
to buy a certain brand of soap or matches, 
thereseeis little reason why the privile 
should not be'granted. But when the 
matter is considered more closely. it 
will be found that there are many other 
reasons. for rigidly excluding this source 
of programme material. 

To begin with, the B.B.C, has a mon- 
copoly of broadcasting rights. ‘This means 
that broadeasting time in this country 
is eotrusted tovit on the understanding 

at it will mike ‘the very best use of 
that time in the interest’ of the listening 
public. This trust is regarded by the 
B.B.C. as a very high-and serious on 
not to be farmed ott or delegated to anyone 
ise, The first duty of the B.B.C. i to use 
this time in the interests of the public, and 
not to sell it to someone in the interests of 
his business, even though by so doing the 

mublic will appear to be as well served as by 
he BAB, fell, The revenue from liceaces 
ia Great Britain is suticent to caver the cast 
‘of what is admittedly the best broadcasting 
setvice in the world, so that the increase of 


revenite which would be Secured by the 
selling of prograrame time is not required. 
‘The business of providing daily some twelve 
hours of programme matter from several 
stations sirhultancously is an extremely 
intricate and complicated one, Everyo 
thinks that he could improve the programm 
‘out of recognition if he were given a free 
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everyone, that is to say, 1s capable of 
provil ‘one programme that would 
be entirely to his own taste, But when it 
comes to meeting the tastes of millions of 
people in different localities, with different 
Standards of fife, different interests, different 
dogrees of education and culties, itis found 
that the very widest knowledge, the greatest 
experience, and the most expert training are 


cerned are to receive dae and fair recogni. 
tion, ‘There is nothing that an outside organic 
zation could provide that is not already 
available to the programme builders of the 
B.B.C., and while advice and. suggestions 
are alvays warmly Welcomed, no ideas have 
me from outside which have not already 
ared within the organization itself and. 
been considered, adopted ar rejected. 

But there are other and more subtle 
reasons which confirm the Corporation. in 
its policy in thismatter. The relationsh 
between the B.B.C, and its listeners 15 
a peculiar and intimate one. In spite 
of the individual (and for’ the most part 
quite healthy) gfumbles and criticisms, 
the public. knows very well that its 
interests are conscientiously and jealously 
gaarded by the B.B.C, in its task of 
entertaining, educating, amusing and cultie 
vating, There is no hour or minute of 
progrinme timé which is employed in 
any other way than in-giving the best 
that is “possible, We believe that the 
average listener's enjoyment of a pro 
gramme would, in however subtle and 
indefinite a way, be marred. if thi 
integrity of intention were to be in any 
‘way encroached! upon. 

‘Advertising has a very important part 
to play in the economic: structure of 
our times, but it fas no place in 
connection with, the fine arts. No ove 
Jmows better than the advertiser haw 
apt the public i to resent being 
entrapped or influenced by some 

advertising device that is not quite subtly 
‘enough disguised. No onc can fairly abject 
to an open and earnest invitation to buy 
someone's pills; but most people would 
slightly resent being given,

The pictorial side, curiously enough, was 
a long time in coming into its own, I think 
it was The Cabinet of Dr. Caligari which 
first taught the world that there was some 


thing in pictures ontside ' stars,’ and stories 
written for ‘stars.’ Since that date the 
purely pictorial aspect has won a: footing 
that it is unlikely ever to lose again. The 
German producers who practicaly discovered 
it have, of course, made the most of it, Tt 
is a sine qua rion of any good picture made 
by the German or Russian schools, But the 
idea has also penetrated America, and to-day 
even the most fatile stories from Hollywood 
are magnificently embellished pictorially. As 
a story, for example, Docks of New York 
was contemptible : as a series of film pictures 
it was superb, It was not for nothing that 
the Americans induced Stenberg, Bucho- 


wetzky, and Stroheim to leave Central Europe 
for Californ

film industry, which is, of course, for various 
reasons, the greatest branch of the. whole 
film business, has been built upon personali 
ties: that is, upon ‘stars’ Its history is 
the history of Mary Pickford and Fairbanks, 
Gloria Swanson and Chaplin, Dolores del Rio 
and John Barrymore. Whether one agrees

Thirdly, we come to the question of the 
story. Myself, I should rank this aspect of 
the film as high as either of the other two— 
perhaps higher, because it has been, and still 
is, so monstrously neglected. It ts one of 
the wonders of the world, the amount of 
money, ingenuity, and beauty that is squan- 
dered in the processes of film-making vpan 
stories of a crude banality so pitiful that ma 
magazine would dare to print them. And 
yet I doubt if there is anything capable of 
giving one more satisfaction in the cinema 
than occasionally to discover this astonishing 
mediumi—the film—used for the telling of a 
good orvunusual tale. Among fairly recent 
films I can remember Warning Shadows, 
the German version of Manon Lescaut, 
Jackals, A Student of Prague, The Lash 
Laugh, and Sunrise, as having a definite 
narrative quality quite “apart trom their 
other merits of demerits, Perhaps it is 
easier to see what I mean when 1 say that 
such films as Tempest, The Red Dancer of 
Moscow, Street Angel, and Paying the Penalty 
‘were, a8 stories, almost beneath contempt, 
though the last, at any rate, was in many 
respects a fine film. 

‘As a sort of footnote to this section, there 
is the film, of which The Spy is a superb 
ample: ‘a story in itself fantastically 
ridiculous, but so admirably handled and 
timed, 50 exquisitely attuned to the normal 
person's feeling and desire for the best kind 
Of melodrama, that the abstract merit of 
the story-can to some extent be neglected, 
For sheer entertainment The Spy has never 
been equalled. 

There are, of course, various other taétors 
in the problem, Do you like the romantic 
film or the realist film? The film which 
helps you to draw concl generally 
saddening, from life, of which the Russian 
Gorki film, Mother, was a magnificentexampte;
